The good will and friendship of the gov- 
ernments and peoples of the Arab States are 
vital and essential to the best national in- 
terests, the national security and economy 
of the United States.

The United States and other western 
powers supported Zionist colonialism in the 
Arab world politically, economically and 
militarily. They supplied so-called “Israel” 
with sophisticated weapons to maintain an 
illogical imbalance of power with so-called 
“Israel” having a striking power greater 
than the combined forces of all the Arab 
States. Five Arab States were compelled to 
seek arms for their defense from the Soviet 
Union while certain Arab States which 
refused to buy arms from the Soviet Union 
in spite of enticing offers, as Jordan did, 
were let down by the United States. 

The Arab States would never have turned 
to the Soviet Union for weapons had there 
never been a so-called “Israel,” a colonial 
wedge driven into the heart of the Arab 
world, The Soviet Union could not have 
established naval bases in the Mediterranean 
had it not been for United States policy of 
blindly supporting “Israel.” The Soviet 
Union is using the Arab-Zionist conflict to 
enhance its influence, prestige and best 
interests, and to undermine United States 
standing and interests in the Middle East. 
While supplying Syria, the United Arab 
Republic, Iraq and Algeria with tanks, air- 
planes and technical assistance, the Soviet 
Union is pressuring the Arab States towards 
a peace settlement which constitutes a grave 
betrayal and treason against Palestine and 
its people. However, the more the United 
States continues to blindly support so-called 
“Israel,” it will further push the Arab 
masses into the outstretched arms of the 
Soviet Union and international communism. 

Had the Soviet Union implanted Soviet 
experts in Washington to plan United States 
Middle East policy, they could not have done 
better to serve Soviet interest. The statement 
of Secretary of State Dean Rusk on June 7, 
1967 saying “victory for so-called Israel is 
victory for the United States” demonstrates 
how short-sighted and wrong United States 
policy makers are and always have been. 

The Zionist political octopus in the United 
States pressured the Johnson Administration, 
and is now conducting a vicious pressure 
campaign against the Nixon Administration 
and the United States Congress, to commit 
the United States as an accomplice of so- 
called “Israel” to enable it to reap the fruits 
of its wars of aggression.

As a result of Jewish 
pressure, President Nixon on the 25th of 
January 1970 sent a message to the Jewish 
leaders’ conference which mitigated Jewish 
anger aroused by Mr. Rogers’ statement. 
Golda Meir, a Jewish communist school 
teacher from Wisconsin, was so gratified by, 
President Nixon’s message that she com- 
mented: “The message of President Nixon 
gave eloquent expression to the friendship 
of the United States for Israel and its con- 
cern for Israel’s security and peace.” 

In his message to the United States Con- 
gress on February 19, 1970, President 
Nixon restated United States Middle East 
policy. The reaction of the international 
gang of Tel-Aviv to that statement was 
reflected in an editorial of the Jerusalem > 
Post the same day, February 19, 1970. The : 
Jerusalem Post in that editorial stated: “On — 
the Middle East, the message contains a 
number of points which coincide with the 
positions of the Israel government. There- 
is a similarity in the assessment by Wash- 
ington and Jerusalem of Soviet policy in our 
region. President Nixon’s pessimism about = 
the Four Power talks ‘as reflected in his = ă 
message, also brings his position on this issue 
close to that of Israel, and there is even a 
closer agreement on other questions.” The © 
Jerusalem Post further stated: “For the ~- 
Israeli public, the most important part of — 
the message will probably be the reaffirma- P 
tion of America’s determination to maintain 
the balance of power, and to send arms to 
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“Jewish leaders want world power; nothing 
less will do. They have maņy Jews believing bi 
that they are the “chosen” people.” Jews were = 
chosen for destruction after their leaders 
caused Jesus to be executed.
